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Animal shelter 
faces continued 
difficulties in 
relocating

Staff Writer 

The Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County continues to 
face obstacles in its struggle to 
relocate. In addition to contin- 
ued funding problems, progress 
in securing a suitable site for the 
new shelter has been slowed due 
to a “reverter clause” in a Jand 
contract between the county and 
the Department of Natural 
Resources. 

The shelter, which is currently 
located on Crawford County 
Road Commission property, has 
been asked to move so that the 
road commission can use the 
property for other purposes. 
Although the shelter has not 
been given an exact date when 
they must vacate the property, 
their lease expires at the end of 
the year. 

The DNR gave the county a 
plot of land adjacent to the 
Crawford County Fair Grounds 
for the express purpose of build- 
shelter. 
shelter staff do not 
believe this [ocation will be suit- 
able, however, because of its 


‘ long distance from the road, 


making the shelter less easily

accessible. Additionally, main- 
tenance of such a long driveway 
would be extremely difficult dur- 
ing the winter. 

In light of these concerns, the 
county has offered the shelter a 
different plot of land on the fair- 
grounds that is much closer to 
the road. This land also came 
from the DNR, given to the 
county for fair and other recre- 
ational use. 

The problem is that, although 
the county owns the land, there 
is a reverter clause on both 
deeds. The clause states that if 
the land is not used for the pur- 
pose originally mandated, the 
property must be returned to the 
DNR, This makes it currently 
impossible for the county to 
“swap” potential locations for 
the animal shelter. 

To rectify this problem, the 
county has filed a request to 
remove the reverter clause from 
the land contracts on both deeds. 
County Controller Paul Compo 
recently .submitted the. .paper- 
work to the DNR. A DNR board 
will review the request on 
August 26.

Nelson Miles left mark on Grayling

An attorney who friends and 
_family said had a_ modest 


demeanor and was a supporter of 
the local businesses and the 
Grayling community died last 
week at the age of 102. 

Nelson A. Miles died August 
11 at the Grayling Nursing 
Centre. 

Miles rewrote the word retire- 


ment when he and his wife Helen.. 
came to Grayling after he had- 


already lived a storied life. 


Miles was elected to the 
Michigan House of 
Representatives in [936 and 


served the state until 1945. 

In 1943, Miles. was on a panel 
of three legislators who prosecut- 
ed Upper Peninsula Judge 
Michael E. Nolan for violating 
the state’s marriage law, allowing 
couples to take part in secret 
weddings by avoiding required 
blood tests and a five-day waiting 
period after mariage licenses 
were issued. Nolan granted the 
licenses to increase fees he 
received. Nolan was only the sec- 
ond state official to be 
impeached and the only person 
to be prosecuted in front of the 
Michigan Senate, according to an 
article in the July issue of 
Michigan History magazine, 

In 1945, Miles became corpo- 
Tate counsel and director for the 
Holley Carburetor Corp. He 
remained at the company until 
1968, retiring as the firm’s vice 
president, 

Upon retirement, Miles and his 
wife moved to Grayling, where

they owned a cabin on the main 
branch of the AuSabie River. 

“He loved it up here - they 
both did,” said Bob Miles, the 
couple’s only child, 

Miles served as the attorney 
for Grayling and Lovells 
Townships and for the City of 
Grayling. 

Jerry Morford, the former 
Grayling city manager, said 
Miles assisted the city officials 
with drafting several ordinances 
for the city. 

‘T always said Nelson was one 
of the finest gentleman [ have 
ever met and he was that rare 
cross of an attorney and a gentle- 
man,” Morford said. 

Miles also did legal work for 
Bear Archery and other business- 
es and also handled court 
appointed cases. 

Fellow attorney and former 
probate judge Emil Krause 
recalled that Miles was always 
well dressed and prepared when 
he had cases in court. 


“He was modest and never 
tried to pass himself off as a 
prominent man or anything like 
that,” Krause said. 

Miles was a founding member 
of the Grayting Rotary Club and 
received the organization’s top 
honor, the © Paul — Harris 
Fellowship award, in 1982. 

“He was always right there on 
the front line, doing his share,” 
said John Sojka, secretary for the 
Grayling Rotary.Club. 

Miles founded the Northern’ 
National Bank with several other 
businessmen in 1979. He 
remained on the board of direc- 
tors for the bank until it was sold 
to Chemical Bank. 

Despite his legal background 
and business involvement, Miles 
was always approachable and 
helped others. 

“He was just one of the boys, 
said Charlie Fick, a long time 
friend and business associate of 
Miles. 

Bob Miles, 73, attributed his 
father’s longevity to his physical 
activity and from the mental 
challenge of practicing law, 
which he did until] he was 96, 

The oldest of seven children, 
Miles’ brother, John Miles, is 88. 
His sister, Avis Sponable is 91, 

Nelson and Helen Miles were 
married for 74 years. She died in 
June 2000, just short of the cou- 
ple’s 75th wedding anniversary. 

Bob Miles said his father was 
always a humble man despite the 
fact that he was registered to 
argue cases before the United 
States Supreme Court and was 
courted by big business officials.

PRESIDENT GEORGE BUSH has 
strongly opposed same sex marriage, 
and even advocates amending the US 
Constitution to prohibit it. 

Democratic nominee John Kerry is 
much more tolerant on the question. 

In Missouri, 71 percent of primary 
voters agree with the Bush opposition to 
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gay and lesbian marriage. 

Michigan voters in November also 
will be asked to amend the state consti- 
tution to prohibit same sex marriages. 
Nearly a dozen other states also will vote 
on similar marriage issues. 

Hf the same Missouri voting pattern 
holds in Michigan and these other states, 
it’s liable to screw up conventional wis- 
dom on how voters will vote for presi- 
dent and other partisan contests.

In 1967, Lois and Jeremy 
Jones made their first tip to 
inspect an uninhabited, 160-acre 
Crawford County former dairy 
farm that was for sale. As they 
turned onto Seven Mile Road, a 
lovely rainbow appeared. Feeling 
this was an omen not to be 
ignored, and disregarding a 
friend's apprehension about their 
living on such a remote parcel, 
they purchased the property and 
never looked back. 

While keeping wildlife in 
mind, they tried several unsuc- 
cessful ventures at making the 
farm profitable, such as sod 
farming and wild rice. In the end, 
they ultimately settled on manag- 
ing the farm for wildlife. Retired, 
Jeremy continues his long-stand- 
ing interest in nature through 
photography and operates a 
small gallery at the farm where 
he displays and sells his award 
- winning photography. 

This summer, the Jones’ farhily 
worked with HeadWaters Land 
Conservancy to place a conserva- 
tion easement on this 160-acre 
property to permanently protect 
it fron: development. "The 
thought of this beautiful area 
ever being developed was a con- 
cern and HeadWaters Land 
Conservancy has offered the per- 
fect solution. Our son and heir, is 
wholly in favor of our actions," 
said the Jones’. “This easement is 
our legacy to the land and 
wildlife community that we have 
created a habitat for and live 
among." 

Up until purchasing the farm, 
ois and Jeremy Jones were liv- 
ing in a log cabin that Jeremy had 
built with his father south of 
Roscommon. Jeremy and his 


father operated a business on the 
location, Kingmik Kennels, rais- 
ing Siberian Huskies. 

“With family farms and open 
space across American and in 
northern Michigan disappearing 
at an alarming rate, it is reward- 
ing to see this magnificent farm 
protected. We wish to thank our 
members, supporting founda- 
tions and the Jones’ family for 
helping to make this happen,"

If the DNR = approves the 
request, the modified deed will 
be reviewed by the Natural 
Resources Commission on 
October 7. Specific changes to 
DNR deeds must be approved by 
the NRC. 

“If they approve it we can 
move forward,” said Paul 
Compo. Acquiring a suitable 
plot of land for the shelter is cru- 
cial not only for constructing the 
facility but also for attaining 
building grants. Shelter Director 
Dixie Lobsinger said organiza- 
tions are reluctant to grant 
money to the animal shelter until 
they are sure that there is even a 
place to build it, 

A lack of funding continues to 
be the animal shelter’s greatest 
obstacle in its mitiative to build a 
new home. This is made more 
difficult by the fact that the shel- 
ter has barely enough money to 
conlinue its current operations, 
let alone spend the approximate- 
ly $250,000 needed to move. 

“It’s very hard when you have 


to raise money for both things,” 
said Dixie Lobsinger. In an 
effort to procure these funds, the 
shelter has launched a major 
fund raising campaign, which is 
highlighted by the “Driving into 
the Future” raffle. The shelter 
will be selling 2,000 tickets al 
$100 a piece. The winning tick- 
et will ,be for a 2005 Dodge 
Durango valued at approximate- 
ly $33,000. 

The drawing will be held on 
July 24, 2005. Although shelter 
officials are not sure that the 
facility will sti! be in operation 
that far into the future, they 
believe a long time-line will be 
necessary for the fund raiser to 
be a success. This fund raiser 
could potentially raise $200,000, 
with a maximum potential net 
profit of about $150,000 after 
expenses. Most of this money 
will go toward the building fund, 
but some will have to be fun- 
neled toward operating costs, 
especially since its been a partic- 
ularly hard year for the shelter. 

“Adoptions are down this

year,” said Lobsinger. The shel- 
ter is currently overflowing with 
stray cats and dogs. This is 
another reason why a newer, 
more expansive animal shelter is 
needed. The shelter currently 
has less than $80,000 in its build- 
ing fund, a value that has 
changed little since the 
Avalanche last ran a story on the 
shelter in May. The “Driving 
into the Future”’ raffle will be fol- 
lowed by other major fund rais- 
ers that are in the planning phase. 

“We have a couple (ideas) that 
are just being thrown atotind 
right now,” said Lobsinger. If 
these fund raisers fail, the worst 
case scenario is that the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County will 
be closed altogether.
